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Double Patenting 

The non-statutory double patenting rejection, whether of the obviousness-type or non- 
obviousness-type, is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the 
"right to exclude" granted by a patent. In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 
(CCPA 1969); In re VogeU All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); In re Van Omum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. 
Cir. 1985); and In re Goodman, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(b) and © may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a non-statutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.78(d).

Claims 1, 7-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent 6806616 (hereafter, US? 
'616). Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because of the following: 

Claims 1-7 of USP'616 are similar to claims 1, 7-9 of this application. 
Both the patented claims and the present application's claims recite a rotor of a rotating electric 
machine, said rotor comprising: 

a rotor coil which is for generating magnetic flux; 
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pole core members having a plurality of claw-shaped magnetic poles extending along an 
axial direction of the rotor at regular intervals, and the pole claws mesh altemately with each 
other so that the claw-shaped magnetic poles surround the rotor coil; 

magnets elements having magnets located on the sides of each of the claw-shaped 
magnetic poles for reducing magnetic flux leakage thereof, and 

Magnet retaining member for holding the magnets against said side siu-faces of each of the claw- 
shaped magnetic poles, and 

A backup ring that is read as the restraining member, as in claim 8 of the present 
application, because the backup ring's function is restraining the magnetic elements and the claw 
poles from displacement and opening radially outward. 

Claim 7 of USP'616 recites that an entirety of the rotor is impregnated with resin upon 
completion of rotor assembly. Because the entire rotor is impregnated, i.e., filled and covered, 
by resin, this recitation is understood and read on the application's claimed limitations of the 
resin members filled between opposed surfaces of the magnetic elements, as in claim 1, and the 
magnetic elements and the inner peripheral surfaces of the tooth-shaped magnetic poles are fixed 
in the adhered state, i.e., fixed by the impregnated resin, and the same impregnated resin that 
cover the entire rotor also is filled between the magnetic elements is also filled between the 
magnets and the tooth-shaped magnetic poles, between the magnets and the magnet retaining 
members, between the magnetic elements and the restraining member, and between the claw 
pole and the restraining members. 

Thus, the patented invention of claims 1-7 of USP'616 are read as the same invention of 
the present appHcation's claims 1 and 7-9, although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other.

Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
